WASHINGTON IVPl) - The Posla) 
Service, the Army and bulk mailers across 
the country made contingency plans todnj* 
In the face of the midnight strike deadline 
set by the nation's postal workers. 

Meantime, a major union leader warned 
his people not to take matters Into their 
own hands by striking prematurely - 
something source^ sold may happen In 
, 'scattered areas. 

With chief federal mediator Wayne 
Horvltz saying management and labor 
negotiators are still far opart on a "no 
layoffs" clause and other tough Issues. 
General President Emmet Andrews of the, 
American PoslarWorkcrs Union warned- 
locals to lollaw bis orders. 

"Undw'no circumstance should mem- 
bers take any precipitous action unless or 
until - specific Instructions have been 



received over my signature," Andrews 
■said In telegrams sent Wednesday night to 
some 500 major AWPU locals. 
At the same lime, Postmaster General ■ 
, William Bolgcr was telling Congress he 
, sees no need for another postal rate 
Increase for at least 2',^ years unless a new 
labor contract pushes wages too high. 

"Wo can go at least 2V£ years without on 
Increase ... If wo get a responsible labor 
contract tonight," Bolgcr said nt a Senate 
hearing chaired by Sen. John Glenn, D- 
Ohio. 

■ As the deadline drew closer. Army 
officials conltrmed that warning orders 
have gone out to military units that may 

shoulder the responsibility of moving the 
mallsincnseofuatrlke.-

Union, said postal workers will stay on the 
Job and wait for Instructions from the 
union's general president before taking 
actloift 

Bumikol received a-mallgram today 
from Emmet Andrews, general president 
of the APW, cautioning him, "... under no 
clreumstanccs should members take (ny 
precipitous action . . until specific 
Instructions have been received over my 
signature." 

Dumlkcl said local members of the 
union would proliably vote on whether or 
not to follow suit it negoilotions tailed and 
■ unions In large cities initialed a strike. 
But Andrews* letter was optimistic. 
"Despite the unwarranted threats of the 
Postmaster GencrnI, which we arc 
pretesting, do not lose your cool," his 
mallgram said. "Remember, this Is the 
way 11 was three ycals ago with mediators 
racing back and forth down to the 
deadline. . .

Seven hours later Armstrong, a 30- 
ycnr old soft-spol^cn native of 
Wnpakonela, Ohio, realized mankind's 
oldest dream by taking "one small step 
for man, one gtanl leap (or mankind." 

Before Apollo -XI, only the?. Idle 
dreams of poets and visionaries had 
reached the moon. Then, for a few short 
days, mankind seemed a little less 
mean, o llllle more noble, as hundreds 



of millions watched and prayed for 
three bravo men on an extraordinary 
mission. In a world ripped by war and 
torn by civil strife, suddMily there were 
three heroes. 

Armstrong and Aldrln stayed on the 
moon's surface a mere 21 hours and M 
minutes, rejoining Collins In the orbit- 
ing command module, Columbia, after 
less than one full day. 

But the actual lime spent on the 
rocky, barren surface was soon to 
become Irrelevant, a fact forgotten by 
■ most. What was not forgotten wos the 
achievement that took place nine years 
ago today.

Sunshine Law violation ckarged

BOISE - The slate Democratic Party 
has charged [he Irlntio Frwdom To Work 
Committee with vlol.iMng the stale Sun- 
shine Law and has filed a -formal 
complaint against that organization with 
Secretary of State PclcT. Ccnamisa. 

Democratic State Chairman George 
Klein on Wednesday charged the Freedom 
to Work Committee with "harassing" 
legislative candidates of both parties 
through repeated mailings of right-to- 
work and anti-union literature. Klein said 
the rlght-to-work supporlcrs were not. 
Idahoans but "an eastern group wortting 
through a local front organization." 

A check with the Sunshine records filed 
with Cenamisa, Klein added, "indicates 
neither the local front group or the out-of 
' state organliatlon which have been 
pressuring legislators for their positions ' 
on rlght-to-work and collective bar^lning 
are rc^stered with the secrclary of state 
. . under the Idaho Sunshhie Law.'; 

Klein said It Was his interpretation that

office of the organlitatlon's source.s «1 
funding." , 

Idaho's Sunshine I.aw, generally, tf- 
quires lobbyists to disclose suiirces of 
fLindlns received and expenditures made 
In acivocntln;; legislation. Intentional 
vlolalica-; nf Ihc law.can be punished liy 
twiho fine and tmprlsonmenl. 

Penny Jeilscn, an admlnlstr;itlve 
secretary In Cenarrusa's plllce, said the 
Idaho Freedom to Work cdmmltlcc w ould 
be notified Dt Uic complaint and asked to 
respond. After receiving . that response, 

- Miss Jcnscnsoldthcsccrctaryofstatcand 
Atly. Gen. Wayno Kldwcll would de- 
termlni! If tormnl ch.irKcs should be filed. 

William Wilson, Boise, n coordinator tor 
the Idaho Freedom to Work Coinmlltce, 

- told the TimeftNcws Klclnls charges wre 
"absurd." 

"Ttiey say we're lobbying and that as 
lobbylsts-wc shogld be registered with the 
secretary of state under the Sunslilne 
Law,"Wllsonsald. 



But lolihylng is defined In Idaho's law as 
advocating a particular piece of leglsla- 
tlon, Wilson noted. There Is no piece of 
leg^lutlon, there Is ho legislature in 
-^ssion and the Idaho Freedom (o Work 
Jronimittcc Is advocating no posllon, he 
said. 

"Wc don't fall under the definition of 

hilrtivlsls. he noted." 

Wlison said the only action being taken 
by the Idaho committee was a poll ot 
k'Klsliitivc candidates to determine their 
opinions on rii;hl-to-work legislation and 
on Icglslalion that would provide for 
' exclusive bargaining representation ■ by 
. unionsufpubtlcemployccs. 

When that poll Is completed, Wilson, 
snld the results would be released to the 
media and the "approximately 8,000" 
members of the Idaho Freedom to Work 
Committee. 

The action by the Democratic Party "Is 
^itfrc and simple hara.ssmnnt," Wilson 
said. 

' A right-td-work law would make the 
union shop Job contract Illegal In Idaho. 



Under that type of contract, now leijnl hui 
not required In Iilalio, an employee must 
join a union within a specified period after 
obtaining employment. Less than half ot 
all Idaho buslnes.ses operate under union 
shop Job contracts. 

The Idaho freedom to Work Committee, 
which supported a bill In the 1077 
legislature that narrowly failed to become 
law, has argued the main rea.'ion for a 
rlght-to-work law Is "freedom of choice.

' Ims been around since 1902, and if he falls to 
convince Congress that changes arc needed by 
Decemehcr 1979, he Is threatening lo start 
enrorcliig the 1902 law to the letter. 

Certain demands that the Carter administration 
ha.s.madc to Congress haven't borne, that mucli 
fruit ill the past few years, but the secretary from 
Idaholias come up with a set of proposals that just 
may turn the tide in Washington. Evcn-thc blindest 
of politicians can't ignore certain ideas' Andrus is 
bringing fort)}. 

Andrus specifically says he will start enforcing 
the law's IGO-acre limitation on western farmland 
to be irrigated by public reclamation projects if 
Congress docs not act on his proposais for changeti 
inlheiaw. 

The philosophy of Andrus' approach is perhaps 
best summed up by his recently quoted remark, in 
which he said public irrigation water "should be for 

■.a person who desires to be a farmer on the land, 
and not a lawyer in New Yorit or a properly 
speculator in Amsterdam or whalcver. " 

The existing law is not iliat had per se; it's jusi 
that the law has not been consistently enforced 
through the years, and as a result, the spirit of the 
law has been hopefully lost in a never-ending tide of 
land speculators. 

As Andrus has said, however, any change in the 
law or any change' in the enforcomeht of the 
existing law. has to be done gradually, or wc could 
witness . a few hundred western land owners 

' experiencing a simultaneous state of shock. 
A government cannot ethically change the rules of 
the game white the game is still in progress. Wc 
have to honor previous governmental rulings, no 
matter how disagreeable the actions of cci taiii 
individuals or corporations in talcing undue 
advantage of western hospitality. 
One way or-anollier, Andrus would like to .sec 

"somo rapld changcs in the'gdvernmoht's appToadi 
to the irrigated-land limitation problem, and 
Congress would be remiss in not responding to his 
plea. Consistently enforcing the law now on the 
books wouldn't be such a had idea, hut bringing 
about changes in the law lo malcli modern-day 
situations would be much better. 

For example, the current law does not atidre.ss 
itself much to the specific problem of the land 
spcculator._ It does' not make the dLstinetion 
between a land speculalor and aa honesl-lo- 
goodncss farmer wlin just h.-ippens (o own a lot of 
acres. 

Andrus- proposals wonld limit to ;i20 acres the 
amount of land an adult can own which would be 
benefitted by public irrigation and to ICO acres an 
■ adult can lease. It would allow two members of a 
family to own and lease aCO acres. Non-family 
corporations or. other multiple-ownership 
arrangements would have five years to transfer the 
land'-' to individuals or families. 

Bl. perhaps the most important new aspect of 
Andrus' plans is the stipulation that landowners 
who receive benefits from public irrigation live no 
more than 50 miles from the farm in question. 

Sucli a stipulation would take care of those land 
speculators in New 'Vork and Amsterdam all right, 
but that kind of law would have to contain an elastic 
clause that would take care of the legitimate 
farmer who prefers:'to live far from the farm. Or 
does sucli a species exist'.'

At precisely this polnl, Mr. Young came 
lumbering liiki print, flapping his irresponsible 
Jnw, He gave an interview to n French 
newspaiKT, I^' Alallti, in which lie ppoti-poohcd 
the Slicliaransky affair. The trial, tic thougitl, 
was merely n gesture of defiance and Indepen- 
dence on the part of the Soviet Union, 

"Afler'ail." ::e added grandly, "In our prisons 
there ore also hundreds, maybe even thousands 
ot people, 1 would call polillcarprisoners." 

When reporters cnuglg up wllh Mr, Young in 
jGeneva. and asked lilm lo verily the quotation 
.itlrlblited lo him, he willingly confirmed the 
remark. While nolmdy is In jail in Amertca 
merely for crltlclilng Ihe government, "there 
are all varieties of polllical prisoners." People 
arc sent to prison in America "much more 
because they are poor lhan because Ihey are 
bad," 

Tills reckless performance on Mr, Young's 
part Is quite simply lndefens!l)lc. To say that 
lliere may be "thousands" of "p<illllcal 
prisoners" In American Jails Is n lie. No 
semantic explanation can soflen or excuse the 
bizarre accusation. 

When will Mr. Carter agree that cnougli is loo 
inncli? i-'rom the very beginning ot his .service In 
Ibe Carter admlnlstralion, Mr. Young has been a 
lafge' cmliarrnssment. As amha.ssador lo the 
United N.itlons, he Is supposed lo tunctlon as a 
diplomat, but diplomacy hn.i no appeal for 
Andrew Young. He has insulted Ihe British. He 
has insulted Uie Swedes. He could nol find llie 
sense of restraint that mlglil have prevented him 
from saylnj; publicly thai South Africa's Prime 
Minister Vorsler is "verj- much over the hiil 
InteJIeciually and in every other kind of way." 

Tlie chronicle n[ Mr. Young's offenses afiolnst 
lasle. truth and diplomiicy runs on and on. In nn 
Interview in Playboy, he got In n slur at former . 
Presidents Nixon and Ford. They were 
"racists," wllh .-^o understanding qf,..lhe 
prolilems of colored people- anywhere." In a 
second installment of his interview with Lc 
Matin, he hurted a fantastic charge against 
Rhodesia's Prime Minister Ian Smith. Wllliout 
one shred of evidence, Mr. YouRfi said Mr, SmlUi 
was responsible for the massacre ot while 
missionaries. 

Mr, Young's record.ls nol wholly disastrous, of 
course. He deserves much credit for Improving 
American relations wllh.such Important African 
nations as Nigeria, He has established good 
working credentials with rcprcscnlallvcs of the 
Ttiird World at Ihe UN, perhaps because many ol 
them are as Irresponsible as he Is. But his few 
successful efforts pale before the damage he hns , 
- wroui:til In tills latest fiasco.

Soviets fire

TEHRAN, Iran ( UPI ) - Soviet Jet f Ighloi s opened fire on two 
Iranian Army helicopters In an attack last month that shot dtm-n 
ont^of Ihcm and killed clj;lil crewmemteni, Ihc Iranlon arm>' 
anijounced Wednesday, 

All ei^^t of the dead were on board the hcilcppier that crashed 
and the other copter was forced to land in the Soviet Union. The 
army said Its pilot and co-pllot survived and have returned to 
Iran. 

The Iranian siatemenl, made nearly a month after the June 21 
Incident, was the first official confirmation of fatalities as a 
result of the Soviet nllnck, It followed by » day a Tass news 
agency statement accusinc the helicopters of inlruMlon Info 
Soviet airspace and said ll bad protested to Iran. 

Thu army made no meiitkm of the Jioviet protest but rejected 
Indirectly the charge of lntru,slon. It said the hellcoplers were 
unarmed and carried no pholoi;raphlc or aerial survey 
equipment on board. 

Iran said helicopters j;ot lost In heavy fon in the Sabzevar 
reRlon, east of Tehran and south of the iKirder of Soviet 
Turkmenistan, cro.sslnj;lhefroriIler by accident. 

Tlie statement in effect countered the Tass diarnc Tuesday 
that tlic helicopters Ignored warninc signals from Soviet 
lighters and flew IH miles Into Soviet territory. 

Diplomatic sources said the resfrained Iranian statement was 
aimed at playlnj; down the Incident. Iran shares a 1,'JOit-mile 
land border and m miles of Caspian Sea coastline with the 
Soviet Union. 

Tass charged that "ihe Iranian side fully bears the 

responsibility tor the Incident as a, result iif which (he memljcrs 
of the crew of one of the Iranian Inlnidlng hellcoptcrs.-whieh (ell 
down onSovetlcrrilorj', losl their lives."

FytJdor D. Kulnkov, who died Monday of 
unexplained but apparcnlly natural causes at 
ago GOV had been widely regarded as a leading 
prospect tor eventually ssucceciiing lo 
BrcTihncv's position as general secretary of the 
SovreC" Communist Party. Urezhnev Is also 
natlblia! president, a lesser job. 

/\iidrei P. Kirilcnko. Brezhnev's main deputy 
In nmning the parly and. through It, the Soviet 
Union'.'' was named lothcad the committee In 
chacBC:of a Hod Square funeral for Kulakov and 
interment ol his ashes in the Kremlin tvall. 

Kirilcnko seems lo most specialists in Soviet 
aftafra to be the most likely immcdialc 
successor If anything happens to the general 
sccretao''s health In the near future. 

But Kirilcnko will be 72 on Sept. B, or three and 
a Imlt months older than Brezhnev, although in 
better health.

Water rules 
explained 

MOSES LAKE, Wash. ( UPI) - "Wc no longer build Irrigation 
projects," Keith Hlgglnson. commissioner of Ihe U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation lold a Columbia Basin audience here this week. 

"Wc build water projects. We have to look at nil the needs and 
uses of water." 

With that summation, Hlgglnson outlined the Carter 
Adminlstrallon's priorities and warned that not only u-ould' 
irrigated water users will be paying more the used the term 
''contract lightening") but nddctl that environmental laws 
would be more strictly followed and all contracts would be 
periodically reviewed. 

Hlgglnson said Uie feeling In the new administration is that 
users will have to pay more (or water Iwcnuse federally built 
projects can no longer conllnue lo drain the treasury but .should 
contribute to the treasury Instead. 

"There Is a concern over the tightening of contract terms and 
requirements to make sure more money comes back to the 
federal treasury and federal subsidies "are ellmlanted. 

"We arc being looked at very critically in the budget process. 
New projects arc being viewed as most vulnerable." 

He said the bureau's 1978 budget Is $1.1 billion of which 
construcllon is being allocated SS30 million. 

To Insure oil this bccurs and that Ihe water users ability to pay 
Is more carefully calculated, HIgginson said he expects to 
receive In about a week a bureau-wide proposed negotiating 
policy liial will be under review lor alxiut 2-3 months before it Is 
submitted (or approval by Secretary o( Interior Cecil Andnis. 

The policy will enumerate provisions that musl.be In all 
repayment contracts negotiated with the bureau by water u.sers 
if the contract is to receive bureau approval. 

He said It is expected lo Include such Issues as excess land 
rules and regulations and provisions for the renegotiation ot 
future contntiJts. 

About roneEOllallon, Hlgglnson said "we are going to insist 
that If the user has a greater capacity lo repay money lo tiie 
treasury he must do so." 

On another subjccct, Higglnspn said It Is Impcrallvc lhal 
Congress nrdvc atn consensus qp land limitation laws. t 
' He said there arc currently 32 land limitation bills before the 
Hou.sc alone and added (hat If the Congress docs not reach a 
consensus, the bureau will have no choice bul crcal Us own laws. 

Retail beef price 
drops t)ver month 

" DENVER (UPI) - The Natlonal Calllemcn's Association 
said shoppers stocking up on fresh vegetables and fruits can 
economically add beef lo Ihclr lists because retail prices in 
mldJuly dropped from June levels. 

"Beet prices go down as well as up, and the past few xjeeks 
have one been one of those times when prices have declined," 
said NCA prcsldot Richard McDougal Monday. "Afler rising 
(turlnc most ot the first six months of the year, U-ef prlfcs 
decreased In late June ond early July." 

The NCA price survey was based on five cuts ol l>cel. 
Including three types of steak which push the ax-cragc upward. 
The average prices for the cuts on July .13 was SZ per pound 
compared to ^,00 on June 6. 

McDougal said the higher beef prices experienced In 1977 
resulted from a decrease In meat production and an increase in 
demand, He said continued (avorable cattle prices will 
bncouragc stockmen to rebuild their herds, 
: The larger herds will Increase supply and encourage prjces to 
drop, he said. The NCA opposed an increase to bec( Import 
ipiotas bccnu.sc jt would prevent the dnmcsllc market from 
stabilizing.

Four accidents have occurred nt Wes-Con 
since It opened In 1973, Includlnt; two fires an'd 
two explosions. The accidents were caused by 
improper handling Icdinlqucs. 

Although the stair at Wcs-Con Is wetl-lnrormed 
and alert to the dangers present. Inciudlni^ 
leakage and ' contamination to their skin or 
nspirntton systems, there arc risks present. 

A full-time watchman who lived in a mobile 
home several hundred yards from the silos quit • 
unexpectedly last week, leaving Ilinebold 
without any round-the-clock me.ins of walehinc 
for accidents. The stntf has been slopplnt; In unce 
an evening (or routine checks until RInchold Is 
able to find a new watchman. 

The silos have walls that are between five and 
13 feel thick. The site has heen fount! 
borlhquake-proof, Isolated from a ver>' deep 
water table, and not In flood daflner. 



Farmers whoso land comes within sl^ht of the 
disposal facility have complained over the years 
of odor, Plant employees say they have no Idea 
what the chlorlne-like smell that pervades the 
aironthcsltels. 

"These farmers arc all complnuilng al)OUl tllc 
odor down here," Grand View Mayor Den 
Johnson snld. 

Harold Sllenur ijs one farmer who objects 
strongly to contbiui») dumplnc of pesticides at 
Wcs<;on.JIc'cbnipln[h!t. about odors and Tca'rs "^ 
the facility has de-vali»d his property. 

' Employees are protected by regular monthly 
blood tests they arc required to undcrRo at a 
poison control center at Uolsc. They arc 
permitted to take the simple test more . 
frequently II they want to, 

Materials are dumped dally at the site. They 
are iDM-ercd Into the silos in five, 30 and 55 gallon 
barrels by means of a crane. The silos arc left 
open to allow air to mix n-ith the fumes. 

RIncbold visits the site each Wednesday, and 
state health department officials, who have keys 
to unlock , the Rntc in a nine-toot fence 
"surrounding the plant, make regular site and 
odor Inspections, 

All trucks arc sprayed after duraplnR. even If 
their ,carRO was non-loxic. When toxic sub- 
stances arc dumped, special soap and high 
temperature steam cleaners are used to wash off 
the trucks. 

Jose Madriatta, a safety engineer. Is employed 
on the site. Madrlatlu briefs the other employees 
on safety and also maintains Ihc equipment. 

■'My philosophy," said employee Bernie 
Wcstby, who has lieen at Wes-Con only a month 
as a maintenance man. "Is that everything's 
goinj; to blow up. that everj'thlng is j;olni; to 
poison you.'^ 

Wcslby says with Ihilt attitude of extra 
caution, accidents are less likely to occur.

At a work session Monday, the council decided 
to send a contract proposal to Envirolcch. Inc.. 
and three other California firms speclaliilnR In 
scwaRe plant operation. 

■ The draftlagot a proposal does not represent a 
committment by the council to turn the plant 
over to a private contractor, accordinn to .Mayor . 
Leon Smith, but ll does open the door tor 
negotiations with the various companies which 
have expressed an Interest In operallns the plant 
for the city. 

Currently the eity .staffs the plant entirely with 
city employees, under the direction of a plant 
superintendent paid by the city and responsible " 
tolhccltymanaccr. 

In Juno, councilman Jim Smollwood urged the 
council to reopen ncgotinlons with Envlrotcch. 



one of the principal equipment suppliers lor the 
plant, alter he became discouraged with the lack

Smallwood's proposal was shot down at the 
time, partly because the engineering firm 
currently studying the plant to identify the 
source of the plant's problems, James' M.

He was a member of the Golden Bear quartet 
at the University of California in Berkeley ' 
where he received a dej;rec in niiricullurc in 1323 
.The summer after he was j;r:idiialcd the quartet 
was invited lo spend the summer singing at 
Yosemite National Pork. 

Pierce and his wife. Ruth, were married June 
rj23. so had a summer-loni! honeymoon at the 
scenlcpark. 

The park manager later became Ihe first

Pierce's melodious vpice, the executive urged 
him lo (;ivc up his job Inspeelinj; (nilt with the 
California State Department of A(;rlcullure and 
" l)ecome an announcer at the pioneer station In 
San Kranclseo.

The contest, staged in a potato field near 
Blackfool, was Pierce's flrsl trip lo Idaho, He 
provided a ""blow by blow description of llic two 
menplcklng spuds." 

A California native. Pierce w.ts iMim 81 years 
,^go on July 10 on a ranch near llakersllcid, 
l^raduatlnc from Kem County High School In 
1'JI5, He s^^veil with the Marine Corps durlnf! 
World War I. 

When the San Francisco station KGO Joined 
Ihe NUC network In 192S Pierce became chief 
announcer. In 1933 he was named director of 
aKrlcullurc nnd in 1930 he w.is made direclorof 
education pronrams, Tlirouf^iout his years at Ihe 
, San Francisco he handled everythinK from 
public service to singing and arranging agrioil- 
turcal shows. 

Among the nalional events he has emcecd are 
the Golden Gate Exposition livestock shows, the 
National Horse Show In IWO,- as well as 
announcing programs rancing Irom lilllliilly 
Jamborees to symphony concerts. 

In IMl he was transferred lo Hollywood with 
the network lo become station relations , 
manager of Ihe western division of NUC, a post 
he held until 1350 when tic became general 
manager of Station KMED InMcdford, Ore., 

During the H years at Medford Pierce 
plunged into civic activities, outlet he has 
subsequently enjoyed in the Buhl-Casllcford 
area since moving here alwul 10 years ago. 

After his retirement from radio In 135^ he and 
his wife, Ruth, became travel trailer addicts, 
crossing lite U.S. and Canada several times and

Ung plagued with 
caleracts In both eyes, he was suffering from 
degeneration and hemorrtiaglng In one e>e,but 
this was cured by the use of laser lieam 
treatment at Menlo Park, Calif. 

Later when both caleracts were removed by a 
Boise eye surgeon, the contact lens implant was 
done at the same lime. Unlike normal contacls 
which must be taken In and out, Pierce's are 
permanently Implanted, 

In addition to allowliij^ him to regain his sight, 
it also means he dix^s not have lo wear the thick

When your nelglibor rcllrcd, he must have taken 
retroactive Social Security benefits tor the 12 months 
prior to his retirement. Since the passage of the new 
Social Security amendments In December 1977, this is no 
longer possible. Under the old law, a person was 
permitted to elect lo receive benefits for up to 12 months 
prior to the month In which Ihey filed an application. K 
such months were prior to ago G5. ihen Ihc benefits wore 
•actually reduced. The new bill will elimlnalQ rclroactlvo 
benefits where permanently reduced Ijenefils would 
occur. It docs not apply to cases where benefits arc 
dlsabllUy.rclalcd- or .where un-rcduccd dependents.,- 
benefilsare Involved. This became effective .Ian. 1. 19~8.

Missouri was 
his birthplace 
but he Hked 
the East too

Twain earned a fortune from book sales. But he 
lipcnl (100,000 ayear In llvlnR expenses alone, made 
several disastrous financial investments and left 
IlnrKord debl-rldden In 1891 to Uvo in Europe. 

Ulocraphles publlslicd by llic Mark Twain 
Memorial in Hartford and by the Mark Twain 
. Society Inc. in Elmira. N.Y.. indicate Twain's years 
In Hartford were amonf! tlie tiapplcst — and busiest 
- of his life, wtticli ended In a succession of 
personal tragedies. 

More llian 60,000 people each year now tour ttic 
mansion twain built for 8120,000 in \m In the Noolt 
Farm section o( Hartford, then a refuRc'lor writers 
sueli as nelt;tibor Harriet Bcechcr Stowe, author of 
"Uncle Tom's Caliln," 

Twain ^rcw up In Hannibal, Mo., and U was ttioro 
people jcnow- bim as younK Sam Clemens, a free 
spirit whose father died wlion Sam was 12 and 
wjiose encoanlcr witU tormal education ended al t>n 
early a^e. He wasaiiradoschooldropoul. 

He then worked for his brother's newspaper in tlie 
Mississippi illver hnmtel and talcr look ns his pen 
name the words, "mark twain," used on local 
rlverboats lo make dcplb soundlniis, II moans "two 
fathomsdeep," 

Twain bad already been a , Mississippi pilot, 
printer, prospector, private secrcl&ry to a Nevada 
llculunani Rovcmor and a newspaper reporter when 
. he put down roots In Hartford, n thousand miles east 
of bis hometown, 

'i iievur snw ;iiiy placo where moi'jllty and 
hueklebiTrics (lourlslied as they do lierc," he said 
after tils first visit to Hartford In 1BI>8 lo sec bis 
publislier, producer of his "limocenU Abroad" and 
■■Hout;liin[!lt." ..- . . 

Ho is. quoted in the book, "Mark Tw.iin in - 
; Hartford," as havinc written: 
I "Of 1)11 the heautilul towns 11 lias been my fortune 
; iQ set- this Is the clilL't." He admired Hartford's 
i shiifly mansions, formal lawns and flowerbeds. 
;iiul llif ■'hiiKL- (orcM trees thai cast a shadow like a 
lliuMder-clouii." 
■■I have liaO a lip-top lime liere," lie wrote lo his 
: future wife, Olivia Liinfjdon of Elmira, N.Y. , 
; "f'lirllans arc mlf^ity stralRlit-lacitt and ttiey won't 
! let me smoke In the parlor, but the tUmiRhty don't 
make any better people." 

Twain and his wife raised Ihcir Ibree dauftlilers - 
.Susy. Clara and .Ifan— In lh(? Hahled brick house 
wliere Twain fussed and lumed, cracked jokes, 
socinllzed L'xtni vacantly, played billiards and 
; complained tic euuhin't work. 

Althimcli Twain wrote many of his hesl known 
works, liictudlnc "The Adventures' of Toni 
Sawyer. llie Adventures of Huckleberry Finn," 
and "A Connecticut Yankee in Kinfi Arthur's 
Court" durtni; his years In Hartford, he did most of 
Mis writ hit: during summers In Elmira. N.Y. 

"1 spend nine months of the year at Hartford," 
Twain once told Rudyard Ktplinj;. "[ lonR aco 
i^i iallstied myself there Is no hope of doinn much 
::!~~' work In those nine months, People come at all hours 
about every thlnit in the world." 
. The Hartford mansion was as spacious the 
iii view from the raft Huck Finn took down the 
Mississippi. And il cmlwdlcd lluck's philosophy 
IIkiI "ifs the Utile llihiKS that smooths people's 
roads llicmo,';t." 

Seven servants - IncludinR the black butler 
Geor;!e, who came lo wash windows one day and 
stayed 13 years - presided over 19 rooms, IB 
fireplaces, and a Ras-lil marble-floorctt foyer witti a 
sweepinRslalrcase to the third floor. 

The tiouse, . designed by architect Edward 
Tuckerman Potter with balconies and porches like 
decks on a MissjssippI rivcrboat, had running 
water, central ticalinK. a burRlar alarm and

stenclllinii l>y Uuls Comfort Tiffany. One of the 
(irsl telephones In America was installed in a foyer 
closet.' 

Twain invited friends, such as Atlantic Monthly 

editor William Dean Howells, to visll tor weeks at a 
lime. Other mucsIs Included writer Ilrct Harle and 
['resident Ulysses S. Grant, 
■Ho fiavo freciuenl dinner parlies, scrvinp roast 
beef or duck, slierry and claret, Ncsselrodc puddhif* 
or Ice cream, and crcmc dc mcntlic. Afterward, the 
women sipped coffee in tliu llvinR room' while tlie 
men stayed ul the table tor champagne. 

Twoln loved New EntJiand winter storms and had 
a window built above the dininij room fireplace so 
ho could sit at Iho head of Ihc table and watcli the 
falllnKsnowflakcs meet ihc rlshiR flames, 

"The Ice storm is an event," he wrote, "a dnnclnR 
and RlanclnR world of rubles, emeralds, diamonds, 
sapphires, , , the most IntoxicatinRvlslotiof fire and- 
color, and Intolerable' and unlmafilnable splendor 
that ever any eye has rested upon in this world, or 
will ever rest upon oulslde of ticayen," 

The Hartford Times called the house "one of the 
oddest looking bulldlnfis In the slate ever dcslnned 
lor a dwelling, if not In tlic whole coantry." To 
Twain, It was the symbol of his sdf-madc success. 
And lie loved tlic place. Years later, he said: 

"To us, our house was not unscntient matter — it 
had a heart, and a soul, and eyes to see us with; It 
' was of us, and wc were in Us confidence and lived In 
its Rracc and the peace of its "benediction ... We 
could not enter II unmoved." 

After his dauRliter, Susy. died. In the first floor 



bedroom of spinal nicr,ln);ll!i in ia%atthcaKeot21. 
Twain's wife refused lo cnlcr ihe house again. 

"Dui it made the liousc dearer to me ... it was a 
holy place and beautiful, Tlic spirits of tlic dead 
hallow a house for mc." he wrote. 

As mucti as he loved the Hartford house. Twain 
spent Ills most producllve wrllinj; periods in a small 
secluded hllllop study InBlmIro, N.V.. workliiR five 
' hours a day surraiir-iltd by roses,* ivy .ind 
vvlldtlowers. The slutly is now an the campus of 
Elmira CillcRO, 

III "Mark Twain In Elmira," published by the 
Mark Twain Society Inc. of Elmira, Twain Is iiuoted 
as li,ivlnB written: 

"My study Is a snuf! little octafsonal den. with a 
coal-Rrate, c biR windows, one little one and a wide 
doonvay, 0:i )io! days Isprcad the Study wide Open, 
anchor my papers do\m wltJi brickbats and write In 
the midst of hurricanes." 

He wrote bclwcen 2.000 and 4,000 words cacti day, 
throwinR one p'ngfi after anoUicr on the floor. 
Sometimes the neighborhood children hid In the 
IreesrJDbservtnK the "quiet zone" around Ihe study, 
and waited for Twain to call out. 

Then they would ^allier around him as he read 
aloud (lie latest adventures of Tom Sawyer. Becky 
Thatcher. Injun Joe, Aunt Polly, the Widow DouKlas 
and Huckleberry Finn, the roft-taK son of the town 
drunkard. 

■■iiuLkieberry w.is cordially haled and dreaded 
by all ihe mntl;L'rs nt ilic town, because he wos Idle 
and lawless and vult>ar and bad - and because all 
their clilldren admired him so, and dcllRlilcd In Ills 



forbidden society, and wijlicd tboy dared to be like 
him," Twain lold the mcsmerlied children. 

They loved the slorlcs about Huckleberry - then 
a slant! term in Connecticut for a tramp - and while 
Twain was wrKinf! tliat famous book, he said. "I 
shall like lt,w)ietlicranybodyelscdocsornot." 

Tlic book was banned in libraries across tlie 
nation from Concord, Mass., outside Boston, ttf as 
far west as Denver and Omaha. Hut'k was tliouf;Iit 
to be a bad example. 

But, In Elmira. Twain was revered, easily 
recocniiable smoklnR a ciRar'and wcarlnfi a white 
linen ^uit .-ii]d Panama bat. All his comlnRS and 
Roinj;s were rLTCirded in the local newspaper, (he 
ElmlraStar-Gazette. 

The late Frank E. Tripp recalled belnn asslRned 
as a cub reporter lo Ro lo the Elmira train station to 
mccl Twain, When be relurncd to the paper, he told 
his editor the author wouldn't lalk and wrote a story 
sayinfionly that Twain was back in town. 

Aflcr ttic edition went to press, the editor asked 
Tripp exactly what he said to Twain. 

'■1 lold him that my editor sent mc lo sec him," 
said Tripp. 

"You sold 'to see him." And what did tie say? 
asked tlic cdllor, 

"That's nice of yotir ed;lor. Hun alonR and tell 
hImUiotyoudid.'" 

The next cdillon carried an necount of the 
anecdote with the headline: "Culi sees Twain, but 
nothlsjoke." 

But bclnc famous had Its drdwliacks, at least ui 
Connecticut.

"Please close Ihc door when you gfl away!" 

Of his wife, Twain wrote, "DurinR Ihe nine years 
we spent in poverty and deblsho was always able to 
reason mc out of my despairs and find a brlRlil side 
(0 the clouds and make me sec It,'' 

After "Livy" died at ape 59 in 1003, Twain wrote, 
"I was riclicr than any other person in the world 
and now I am that pauper without peer." 

He sold the Harttord mansion only months later 
and in 190S built a palatial hllllop house called 
■■Stormfleld." 

Twain predicled his own death in \m sayinfi, "I 
came 'In with flalley's Cornel in 1835, It Is cwnlnR 
affaln next year, and I expect lo f!o out with it." 

He died al Stormfield of heart disease April 21, 
1910. the day after tlie comet reappeared on Us 75- 
year cycle.

NEW VORK - Tlic special prlvlk-Kt-s that arc 
enjoyed by forclj^i diplomats asslKned lo ihc United 
■ Slates — such as Immunity from prosecution- and 
penalty-free parking — arc belnti scnitlniied by 
Con(;rcss and by local Imv -enforcement aulhorllles. 

Such privileges arc Irequcnlly resented by 
community residents, who read in the cossip'C'illunins 
. about thcpartlus and the dub-ht^plni; far which some 
diplomats are K-ell-knonn, and sec the dlplomaLs' cars 
parked, without fear of penally, where a norma] 
resident dare^not park lor fear of recolvinH a ticket. 
Moreover, the privileges arc not Infrequently abused. 

Any move to cut down on sudi privileges and make 
diplomats accountable to- the United Stales legal 
system could bring unpleasant political repercussions 
for American diplomats abroad. 

As a result. Conuress. which is constdcrtnt; a bill to 
cut diplomatic p'rlvllcges — o bill that Is deemed likely 
to pnss — uiidcrstatidably is moving slowly on the 
■matter. 

There Is no doubt that some dlplomallc prIvlleKes 
are being stretched. someUmes to the point of Ihc 
ridiculous. For example, a dog owned by a diplomat 
from Uarbudos bll home New Yorkers, and when they 
tried to sue the owner, he pleaded dlplwnatlc 
Immunity for his pet. 



Not cvcry cily hi which Ihere arc foreign embassies 
or consulates has serious problems. The Las AnKuK's 
and llousUm authorities say that they usually have few 
romplnlnts, altbouKh from time to lime (here -arc 
parkltig violations or disturbances of Ihe peace with 
lwlsteroi:s parties. , - ■: 

In Los Angeles, the Police Department even holds 
orientation courses for personnel at various consulates 
so that ihese persons can tutderstand such things as' 
traffic regulations. 

But there are enou^ cities wllh problems serious 
enough loc.iusoofflcl.il concern. 

"Although ihcrc is a necc^ily tar h.iving diplomatic 
privileges," explained Alan S. I'arlcr, deputy coin- , 
mlssloncr of New York City's Commission for the 
United Natjons and the Consular Corps, "there Is 
concern that the pHvllcgcs are not IndLMrrlmlnately
